Poik District 
gives oonool 
finoncioi report 


(Ren M. Benson, treasurer 
of 
.Arlington Heights Park 
District, 
publishes in this week’s issue his 
annual report. There are some fig ­ 
ures contained therein that wnll be 
of interest to patrons of the dis­ 
trict. 
Receipts of the swdmming 
admissions were $3,646, but feder­ 
al admission tax took $550 of that 
amount. 
The operation of the park dis­ 
trict called for the payment ol 
$7,5(Mi in salaries; maintenance and 
repairs cost in the neighborhood 
of $2,000 and heat, light and pow­ 
er $1500. 
Total operating expens­ 
es of the district was $14,«>00. 
An 
additional $l(N000 was paid out for 
bond retirement ($5,0(H>) and foi 
interest $4.450). 
An additions’ 
$.3,<K)0 was paid out during the 
year covered by the report for re­ 
demption of tax anticipation w’ar- 
rants. 
Xo new tax warrants were 
issucKl during the year. 
It requires strict economy to op­ 
erate a swimming pool, field house 
and park with nearly half of the 
normal tax income going to fixed 
charges, but it is being done. The 
receipts of the park’s share of the 
1944 Ju ly 4th celebration has been 
a great help. 
The amount receiv­ 
ed last year w ill provide this year’s 
recreational program. H alf of the 
$1450 received from that source is 
being used for the purchase 
of 
playground equipment. 
The 
re­ 
mainder w ill pay this year’s op­ 
erating cost of the sum-ner time 
recreation program, salaries of ¿he 
director and her assistants. 
A second perusal of the finan­ 
cial report shows that of the $!•»,- 
736 cash balance, $13,5<H> belongs 
to the bond fund and can not be 
touched for park operating 
ex­ 
penses. 
Subtracting also the $1,- 
450 of the recreationaT fund?*"the 
operating cash balance as of May 
1, is very small. 
.As one board member put it, 
“ the operation of a park district 
of such a magnitude is Hke skating 
on thin ice. 
W ith the Jul.v 4th 
celebration 
a 
financial 
success, 
weather permitting large receipts 
from swimming pool and the field 
house in demand for outside par­ 
ties, etc., then Arlington Heights 
Park District is able to maintain 
its present service to the commun­ 
ity.”

Park District 
gives annual 
financial report 


Glen M. Benson, treasurer 
of 
Arlington Heights Park 
District, 
publishes in this week’s issue his 
annual report. There are some fig­ 
ures contained therein th at will De 
of interest to patrons of the dis­ 
trict. 
Receipts of the swimming 
admissions were $3,646, but feder­ 
al admission tax took $550 of that 
amount. 
The operation of the park dis­ 
trict called for the payment ol 
$7,500 in salaries; maintenance and 
repairs cost in the neighborhood 
of $2,000 and heat, light and pow­ 
er $1500. 
Total operating expens­ 
es of the district was $14,500. 
An 
additional $10,000 was paid out for 
bond retirem ent ($5,ODO) and foi 
interest $4,450). 
An additiona’ 
$3,000 was paid out during the 
year covered by the report for re­ 
demption of tax anticipation w ar­ 
rants. 
No new tax w arrants were 
issued during the year. 
It requires strict economy to op 
erate a swimming pool, field house 
and park with nearly half of the 
normal tax income going to fixed 
charges, but it is being done. The 
receipts of the p ark’s share of the 
1944 July 4th celebration has been 
a great help. 
The amount receiv­ 
ed last year will provide this year’s 
recreational program. 
Half of the 
$1450 received from that source is 
being used for the purchase 
of 
playground equipment. 
The 
re­ 
mainder will pay this year’s op­ 
erating cost of the summ er time 
recreation program, salaries of the 
director and her assistants. 
A second perusal of the finan­ 
cial report shows that of the $15,- 
736 cash balance, $18,500 belongs 
to the bond fund and can not be 
touched for park operating 
ex­ 
penses. 
Subtracting also the $1,- 
450 of the recreational fund',"'the 
operating cash balance as of May 
I, is very small. 
As one board member put it, 
“the operation of a park district 
of such a magnitude is toke skating 
on thin ice. 
With the July 4th 
celebration 
a 
financial 
success, 
weather perm itting large receipts 
from swimming pool and the field 
house in demand for outside par­ 
ties, etc., then Arlington Heights 
F’ark District is able to m aintain 
its present service to the commun­ 
ity.”

Pokagon 
struggU'd for 
many years to secure fi'om the I*. 
S, government the fulfillment 
of 
the promises made to his tribe at 
the time of the early treaties, ami 
ill part he succeed’ed. 
Fort Dearbmn was built at the 
mouth of tlie Chicago river as a 
result of the treaty, nade eight 
years before its eonstructmn, by 
“ Mad Anthony” Wayne with fif­ 
teen tribes. This was immediately 
after the battle of Fallen Timbers, 
where Wayne fought, among other 
Indians, the Pottawattomies fi«»ni 
the vicinity of Chicago. 
The Indians cedetl only a small 
{Mftrt oi tiu* prestuit site of ( hicag4» 
in th?rt tveaty. ‘ The'Tfrst-Yif tlir 
. land was taken afterward. 
The 
i .story has it that Simon Pokagon’s 
I father ceded the site of the city 
'to the government at the pnce of 
I three cents an ac»e. The son. Poi- 
agon. always ir.sisteii that onlv a 
I part of thè territory embraced in 
I the then present city of 19(L‘i was 
I include<l in the sale and that his 
tribe is the rightfu] owner of a 
large part of the great city. 
1 he 
Pottawattomies who were present 
in the Indian village in 
I.inioln 
I*ark at the centennial i’elebration 
believed as did their chief, and it 
was but a little more than a year 
before when many of them seri­ 
ously considered coming to Chi­ 
cago to squat upon certain valu­ 
able lands, in the hope that such 
action would call^ttention to their 
claim and force its settlement. 
In the year 1897, Si mm Poka­ 
gon. made an anangement with 
lhe*laie Edward G. Mason. Ihesi- 
dent 
of 
the 
Chicago Historical 
Society, to come to the city to tell 
the people, at a great public ga­ 
thering, the Indian’s side of the 
Fort Dearborn fight. 
The holding 
of the meeting was postponetl for 
some time and in the interim Mr. 
Mason died and the proposed ga­ 
thering was n«»t 
held. 
Pokagon 
outliiieil the speech he had inteml- 
ed to make, and it fell to his son 
Charles, present at the centennial, 
to make it known. 
Here is the 
old Imiian’s tale; 
‘ A sac re<l treaty was entered in­ 
to between the soldiers at 
Fort 
Dearborn ami the 
Pottawattomie 
people. 
The soldiers agreed to do 
.come things in the way of giving 
goods to the Indians in exchange 
for services. 
The details of the 
treaty I do not know, but it was 
the breaking of this 
agreement 
that angered the Indians. 
They 
had been lied to from the 
first 
time thev saw the white man. 
“ The head .«oldier in the 
fort 


agreed only the day 
before 
he 
marched out that soiue 
of 
the 
things which he must leave be­ 
hind were to he given to the braves. 
This was m»t done. 
They did get 
liquor though—not all of it, but 
too much. 
Was 
it 
the 
Indians 
fault that licpior had been brought 
out from the far east to their hfcme 
in the wilderness? 
Was it the In- 
dian’.s fault that the fire in the li- 
c|Uor made him mad?

The whites had .sjolen lands and 
had broken promises; was there 
not cau.se enough foi- a fight ?

Do 
you know that one white nan was

his horse where the* Indian’s chil­ 
dren were hiding, that he might 
kill them? 
Nk> one seems to know 
this, yc‘t you will fin.I it in the 
book where the story is told by the 
trader’s daughter who was there 
that day. 
What Pokagon says is 
true.”

doing in C.orman hut censorsHin 
has been lifted so here goes. We 
have been >x ith every army ex ­ 
cept the 9 th. 
When *Nve came to 
France we were put into the 1.5th 
army but the day we went into 
battle we ioined the first army 
fighting with the 82nd and 101st 
airborne divisions. That was along 
the Rhine river at the Rhur pock­ 
et. 
“Then all at once the command 
got wind of the Germans plan­ 
ning a breakthrough on the south­ 
east end of the Rhur pocket so we 
were sent there and held in re­ 
serve, but this didn’t materiali:^ 
so we had a good rest at this 
n’ace. 
D urin g that t» me I got a 
chance to ride a supply truck as 
a guard and got a uhance to 


s e e the front again. ’Wo hauled 
rations to the front and hauled 
prisoners back. 
“From here we were sent to the 
southern part of Germany to re­ 
lieve the 4th armored division of 
Patton’s 3rd army but this didn’t 
last but a few days and we never 
ever saw the 4th armored. 
Nex t 
we were put into the 7th army 
and then we began to fight in 
earnest. 
We fought to the out- 
.skirts of Munich and were nulled 
out of the line just before Munich 
fell. 
“Then we were given the task 
of tak^ing Salzburg where we ex ­ 
pected to meet the Russians. 
On 
our way to Salzburg we met some 
resistance but got into Salzburg 
without hardly firing a shot. This 
is the place where Kesselring sur­ 
rendered to General Patch. Some 
of the fellows from our battery 
saw Kesselring but I wasn’t t h ^ 
fortunate. 
“The war ended as far as we 
were 
concerned 
because 
there 
■w'asn’t any p'e^e left to go; four 
days later we heard the war ehd- 
ed in Germany. 
“There weren’t very many guns 
firing at us and things seemed to 
go our way all the time so for our 
part it all was a pretty interest­ 
ing ex perience. 
“I stand pretty near the top on 
this point system so Pm ex pect­ 
ing a discharge before Christmas 
anyway. 
Maybe I’ll be home 
soon and tell some interesting 
tales of my ex periences over here. 
You ought to hear my German. 
It mu.st be pretty good because 
these Krauts understand me most 
of the time.”

At present I’m 
still in Ger nany in a town called 
Gifhorn which is about forty miles 
east of Hanover. At present we are 
doing some military police work 
which consists mostly 
of guard 
duty. We are waiting for the ar­ 
my of occupation to take over. We 
have a couple of hospitals with Ger­ 
man wounded to guard and a slave 
camp. 
It isn’t hard work but it 
gets pretty tiresome. 
“One thing, we are 
living 
in 
swell homes. 
This is a beautiful 
town and it wasn’t damaged at all. 
The weather has really been nice, 
only had one day of rain since the 
war ended. 
“I bet you really celebrated on 
V-E day. To me it was just anoth­ 
er day as it ended for us about a 
week before when we met the Rus­ 
sians on the Elbe river near Wit- 
tenburg. 
“I had my picture taken with 
some Russian officers right 
near 
the river. 
To me they seemed to 
be pretty good fellows. 
“We left our position on the Elbe 
a couple days before victory was 
proclaimed and moved back to a 
small town where we were the 
military government. 
You know 
there were a lot of soldiers that 
put on civilian clothes and it was 
our job to find them all and take 
them to P. W’. cages. 
We were 
only there a couple days before 
moving here. 
“Since we are here we have been 
having beer every day. There is a 
brew'ery cloehy. We go down and 
get a whole truck full of kegs. The 
first we had didn’t taste bad but 
you could drink a

without feeling good but what we 
got in today is a little better. It’s 
something like our 3.2 beer. 


can fill up on that.

we get c’Jt of Germany things will 
be b« tVor. 
“Right now' I’m what they call 
sw'eating it out.

“ I am working in a prisoner of 
w ar camp in a subsistence w are­ 
house. 
I am working nights, sort 
of taking care of the food and a 
bakery we have in this warehouse. 
I have about GO K rauts working 
for me, or I should say under me. 
The prisoners are all bakers and 
they bake around 13,000 loaves of 
bread in a tw enty-four hour per­ 
iod. 
I see to it th at they have 
enough ingredients to do the bak­ 
ing. 
I do not have any trouble 
with them. 
One night about a month ago 
I caught one of the prisoners try ­ 
ing to break into the place. 
I 
waited until he got in, then went 
a fte r him and did not have too 
much trouble in holding him until 
I got a guard to put him away for 
about a month on bread and w a­ 
ter. 
If I had my way I would be 
giving them all bread and water. 
"I wish you could see some of 
the kids we have here. Some don’t 
look to be over 14 years old and 
then we have some old men who 
look to be at least 60. Old Adolph 
m ust have really been hard up for 
men when he had to pick on these 
guys. 
“We have one guy here who was

‘ I thought the best spot to be in 
while getting out of there would 
be a tank, one of several that came 
along the road just 
outside 
of 
Wilts, 
Luxemburg. 
The 
tanks, 
General Shermans, had stopped to 
blast some German positions. 
I 
climbed aboard, sitting next to the 
driver and holding the assistant 
driver on my lap. The tanks were 
still fighting as we went 
along 
with the gunner on my lap getting 


a good many German scalps to his 
credit. 
Tank is hit 
"Then it happened. 
The 
tank 
was hit twice by Nazi bazookas, 
dazing the driver enough to throw 
the tank against a house. The en­ 
tire crew scrambled out, but I was 
dazed, and when I came to I found 
I was the only man in the vehicle. 
"I looked out the back d o o r and 
saw Germans 
all 
around, 
then 
slipped back in the tank, lying on 
the floor. 
A young German, who 
couldn’t have been more than 14 
years old, told me to get out, which 
I readily did. 
‘A group of us were marched 
back to Limburg where we were 
interrogated for 2 weeks. 
They 
never threatened us, but kept af*" 
ing questions, attem pting to find 
out something about our 
armor, 
number of men, etc. 
I either said 
I wasn’t authorized to give the in­ 
formation or made up answers as 
I went along. 
We move around 
"We were moved back to other 
prison camps, 
including 
Nurem- 
burg and Hammelburg. 
As 
the 
Yanks advanced again we 
were 
shoved back away from the front. 
But we could always hear Ameri­ 
can artillery blasting the enemy. 
When we went through Nureinburg 
the town had been leveled, but just 
after we passed through it back 
came American bombers to give it 
another pasting. 
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Score another for W ith Uncle 
Sam! 
In publishing the where­ 
abouts of Cpl. Willai*d Soenksen 
of Mt. Prospect on Guam, two oth­ 
er Mt. Prospect men were able to 
contact Willard, all three of them 
having been buddies 
in 
civilian 
days. 
One Sunday recently just as Wil­ 
lard was sitting on his bunk with 
nothing to do, in walked Edward 
Russe. 
Surprise was big enough 
at that moment, but then the pair 
went out to look up a buddy at 
Ed’s invitation. 
Willard was even 
more surprised to meet Ray Haas. 
All three spent much time togeth­ 
er in Mt. Prospect before going in­ 
to service. 
Censorship is extremely strict on 
Guam, in view of the extent of op­ 
erations against Japan originating 
there. 
Willard has written that 
he can’t even mention the natives 
or climate, except that it does get 
up to 120 during the day. 
There 
is no 
malaria, 
however, 
which 
makes much better living condi­ 
tions. 
Cpl. Soenksen never has 
been 
able to disclose his location, ex­ 
cept in referring to an earlier ed­ 
ition of Paddock Publications, in 
which he spoke of another local 
serviceman.

"Mooseburg was the last stop 
for us, the Germans finally desert­ 
ing us, admonishing us to stay put 
until the Americans arrived. 
And 
when they did arrive there was a 
big demonstration 
of friendship 
and relief. 
I had been in captivi­ 
ty but a few months but some of 
the boys had 
been 
in 
German 
hands five years. 
All kinds 
of 
flags appeared when the Ameri­ 
cans arrived, French, Russian. Po­ 
lish, British, American. 
I don’t 
know where the boys had 
kept 
them during internment. 
Conditions fair 
"Conditions in camp could have 
been a lot worse. 
As I said, ra­ 
tions were small. 12 of us had to 
divide a loaf of bread to last 4 
days. 
We had some vegetables. 
But the thing that saved us, and 
kept me from losing any more than 
26 pounds, was the 
Red 
Cross. 
Their packages arrived regularly 
at Mooseburg, one box per week 
per man. 
In other camps it was 
about I box per two men per 3 
weeks, but the variety in our diet 


did help. 
However, the Nazis al­ 
ways stopped their own 
rations 
when we had the Red Cross pack­ 
ages. 
“We slept in double tier beds, 
with 2 men to each tier. 
Lack of 
water was a big problem. 
The 
guards turned it on between IO and 
1:30, and then missed many days 
at that.^ We were never beaten, 
though we found it wise 
to 
do 
whatever we were told. 
Non-coms 
were not forced to work, but when 
they asked me to do something I 
did it, if only to keep my meager 
rations up. Type of work was us­ 
ually cutting wood. 
"A fter being released April 29 
we were put under doctor’s care 
to 
recover 
weight 
and 
health. 
From then until we got home 6 
meals a day were in order. 
Food 
was light at first, but gradually 
increased until we 
were 
having 
chicken and steak all the time. We 
ate at 6:30, 10:00, 12:30, 3:00, 6:00 
and 10:00. 
I regained all my for­ 
mer weight. 
I had also suffered 
frozen feet and ear trouble, but 
both have cleared up by now.” 
Sgt. Bach was given 65 
days 
leave, and reports to Hot Springs, 
Arkansas, August 12. 
As to the 
future, Mel doesn’t know, except 
he does not have enough points 
for discharge.

This is the first meat production 
payment made directly to the live­ 
stock feeder. 
The program is de­ 
signed to help hold the line* against 
inflation by preventing sharp in­ 
creases in retail prices which might 
lead to uncontrolled increases in 
wages mfd other economic factors.

I ment is available to all feeders, in­ 
cluding slaughterers who also are 
feeders, provided their cattle meet 
the program requirements.

when sold,

An authorized sla u g h te rs is any 
slaughterer who 
operates 
under 
Federal inspection or 
under 
an 
OPA permit at the time he slaugh 
ters the feeder cattle on which the 
payments have been made. 
A feeder-slaughterer is eligible 
to receive payment provided pay­ 
ment had not previously been made 
on his cattle. He may also receive 
payment on cattle he raised pro 
vided they are eligible under the 
program. 
To collect the payment 
he must substantiate the date of 
purchase, the prices he paid, and 
the weight at the time of purchase. 
He also must certify the grade and 
weight of the carcass after slaugh­ 
ter to further determine the eligi­ 
bility of the cattle. 
A feeder other than a 
feeder- 
slaughterer must present sales re­ 
ceipts, 
invoices, scale ticket:-, or 
other written evidence 
from the 
buyer to certify (I) the date of 
sale, (2) the na ne of the buyer, 
(3) the point of sale, (4) the num­ 
ber of head, 
(5) the total live- 
vveight, (6) the price received, and 
(7) the name of the legally author­ 
ized slaughterer to whom sold. 
In addition, the feeder, ;f he did 
not raise the cattle, must show the 
status of the cattle at the time he 
purchased them by furnishing the 
name of the person from whom 
purchased, and the date of pur­ 
chase. 
The feeder m ay also be re­ 
quired to furnish evidence that the 
payment had not been made pre­ 
viously on these cattle. 
Payments will be made 
from 
funds of the 
Commodity 
Credit 
Corporation of which $40,000,000 
has been authorised. 
Farm ers may obtain details of 
the payments from their local AAA 
committeemen. 
Applications will 
be accepted and payments made by 
the County AAA office as soon as 
the necessary forms are received.

A second farm appraisal case- 
study course w ll be held at the 
University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture July 2-14 by the Am­ 
erican Institute of Real Estate Ap­ 
praisers in cooperation with the 
University, announces W. L. Bur­ 
lison and C. L. Stew art of the col­ 
lege committee cooperating with 
the Institue. 
“The course will teach the fun­ 
damental principles of farm ap­ 
praising to all qualified applicants 
who may be interested,’” 
states 
Professor Burlison, agronomu de­ 
partm ent head. 
“ By this course I 
it is hoped th at a larger group of 
informed 
farm land 
appraisers 
will be developed. 
In this way they 
can more adequately meet the in­ 
creasing demand for qualified farm 
land appraisers." 
Professor Stewart, chief in land 
economics in the College of Agrf- 
culture, described the scope of the 
course 
as 
“geographically 
and 
technically broad. 
Registrants to 
the course will consider all the rec­ 
ognized methods used in apprais­ 
ing farm s, he said. 
T hirty hours 
of lectures, coupled with tours of 
experimental 
plots 
and 
nearby 
farm s, a study of textbooks, and 
group conferences will fill the 12- 
day program. 
Last year 50 students represent­ 
ing 19 states attended the 
first 
course held here, one of the few 
such schools that have been or­ 
ganized in the United States. 
A staff of 18 faculty members 
from the College of 
Agriculture, 
the appraisal institute and insur­ 
ance companies will be in charge 
of the course work.

J. L. Krider, University of 
Illinois 
College

says it can be profitably used in 
the swine enterprise. 
Tests made 
at the university since 1943 indi­ 
cate th at bromegrass is a palatable 
grass for swine. 
And it remains 
green and succulent throughout the 
summer and early fall. 
Krider says half the pigs 
on 
bromegrass pasture were fed only 
corn and minerals. The other half 
received soytaran meat, hand fed; 
once a day in addition to the corn 
and minerals. 
The pigs that had 
only corn and minerals grazed the 
bromegrass more closely. 
The best gains were made by the 
pigs getting soybean meal. They 
were hand fed about one-half to 
three-fourths 
pound 
of 
expeller 
soybean meal per head daily. “We 
figure that one ton of 
soybean 
meal was worth about two tons 
of corn plus 150 pounds of min­ 
erals when used in this way by 
40-pound weanling pigs fed to a 
market weight of 
2()o 
pounds.” 
They gained nearly a pound and 
a half a day and required only 315 
pounds of concentrates to produce 
a hundred pounds of 
marketable 
pork. 
Yes, there is a w arning to be 
considered if bromegrass is to be 
used by hogs. 
Bromegrass lives 
a long time. In a horse paddock at 
the university it has made a lux­ 
urious growth for more than 20 
years. 
Herein lies the danger of 
using brom egrass for pig pasture. 
It is a hardy perennial which will I 
remain a dominant grass in pas­ 
tures for a long time. 
And the 
caution? 
The swine grower who 
uses bromegrass should not neg­ 
lect to rotate his 
pastures 
for 
hogs. 
The bromegrass pastures if 
used by the hogs year after year 
will aggravate the difficulty from 
round worms, other internal para­ 
sites and filth borne-diseases.

Remove quota 
restrictions on 
innn machinery 


Quota restriction.s on the produc­ 
tion of farm machinery have been 
removed. 
Though the removal of quota re­ 
strictions is an effort to 
secure 
more machinery for farmers, Mr. 
Hinz pointed out that 
theie are 
several obstacles to he hurdled be­ 
fore production can be .'ery great­ 
ly increased. 
“ It take.s time to step up pro­ 
duction, and there are manpower 
and material shortages to be con­ 
sidered.” 
Mr. Hinz stateil that the ^^ar 
Production Board apparently be­ 
lieved the shortage of 
materials 
more critical than the shortage of 
manpower. 
The 
release of such 
items as paint, 
chains, castings, 
textiles, lumb<*r, galvanized iron, 
rubber tires, wheels and rims is not 
much affected by the victory in 
Europe. 
WPB is advising all m anufactur­ 
ers of farm machinery and equit» - 
ment to place orderf immediately 
with their supplies for total re- 
quit enients of all m aterials to cover 
the production. 


Tell wa ys to imp ro ve 
b lue g ra ss p a stures 


“Dairymen”, states Farni Advis­ 
er C. A. Hughes, “are doing a very 
good job improving their crop land 
to get increased yieldLs of hay ajid 
giain and rotation pasture.^. How- 
evrr one of the neglected spots of 
every dairy farm is the permanent 
blue grass pasture. 
“Two things need to be done to 
improve 
these 
peimaneiit 
blue 
grass pastures in our mind. First is 
the realization that pastures that 
are usetl every year are losing fer­ 
tility. 
As times go on the Cook 
County farm er looks toward ao im­ 
provement of these pasture lands. 
This involves first information as 
to whether lime.stone i.s 
needed 
along with phosphate and potash. 
Pa.sture ground can be tested just 
the same as a field. 
‘We suggest that the first step 
is to have these pasture lands test­ 
ed. 
At the same time when there 
is no place to put pho.sphate or 
limestone the permanent blue gfas.s 
pasture is a good location. 
Fin­ 
ancially it will pay to get some 
kind of a deep tillage machine and | 
rip a small section of blue gra.ss i 
pasture up in the spring and seed 
legumes in it. Blue grass so« l won’t 


be hurt a bit and it w’ill come 
right back along with sweet clo­ 
ver or alfalfa. 
“Keep .stock off these improved 
.sections and pasture little only the 
first year keeping vyeeds clipped. 
Ö fter that you will find these pas­ 
tures will produce more grass and 
be greener during the summer. 
“The .« econd point in improving 
blue grass pastures is something 
that can be done in the very near 
future, and that is 
mow weeds 
in the pa.sture before they seed. 
Usually pastures are the foulist 
of any land on the far n. 
It re­ 
quires about 2 mowings to keep 
weeds down in blue grass. If they 
are cut in the near future before 
these weeds seed and cut later on 
in a month or two before the sec­ 
ond growth seeds there will be a 
noted reduction in weeds the sec­ 
ond year and more grass will take 
their place. 
If a blue grass pas­ 
ture is mowed consistently for two 
years most of the weeds will be 
killed and the pastures will be rel­ 
atively free of weeds.

Quota restrictions on the produc­ 
tion of farm machinery have been 
removed. 
Though the removal of quota re­ 
strictions is an effort to 
secure 
more machinery for fanners, Mr. 
Hinz pointed out that 
there are 
several obstacles to be hurdled be­ 
fore production can be .*ery g reat­ 
ly increased. 
“ It takes tim e to step up pro­ 
duction, and there are manpower 
and material shortages to be con­ 
sidered.” 
Mr. Hinz stated that the War 
Production Board apparently be­ 
lieved the shortage of 
materials 
more critical than the shortage of 
manpower. 
The 
release of such 
items as paint, 
chains, castings, 
textiles, lumber, galvanized iron, 
rubber tires, wheels and rims is not 
much affected by the victory in 
Europe. 
WLB is advising all m anufactur­ 
ers of farm machinery and equip­ 
ment to place order* immediately 
with their supplies for total re­ 
quirements of all materials to cover 
the production. 


“Dairymen”, states Farm Advis- 1 
er G. A. Hughes, “are doing a very I 
good job improving their crop land I 
to get increased yields of hay and 
grain and rotation pastures. How­ 
ever one of the neglected spots of 
every dairy farm is the permanent 
blue glass pasture. 
“Two things need to he done to 
improve 
these 
perm anent 
blue 
grass pastures in our mind. First is 
the realization that pastures that 
are used every year are losing fe r­ 
tility. 
As times go on the Cook 
County farm er looks toward an im­ 
provement of these pasture lands. 
This involves first information as 
to whether limestone is 
needed 
along with phosphate and potash. 
Pasture ground can be tested just 
the same as a field. 
We suggest that the first step 
is to have these pasture lands test­ 
ed. 
At the same time when there 
is no place to put phosphate or 
limestone the permanent blue grass 
pasture is a good location. 
Fin­ 
ancially it will pay to get some 
kind of a deep tillage machine and I 
rip a small section of blue grass I 
pasture up in the spring and seed 
legumes in it. Blue grass sod won’t 


be hurt a bit and it will come 
right back along with sweet clo­ 
ver or alfalfa. 
“ Keep stock off these improved 
sections and pasture little only the 
first year keeping weeds clipped. 
Ofter that you will find these pas­ 
tures will produce more grass and 
be greener during the summer. 
“The second point in improving 
blue grass pastures is something 
that can be done in the very near 
future, and that is to mow weeds 
in the pasture before they seed. 
Usually pastures are the foulist 
of any land on the farm . 
It re­ 
quires about 2 mowings to keep 
weeds down in blue grass, 
lf they 
are cut in the near future before 
these weeds seed and cut later on 
in a month or two before the sec­ 
ond growth seeds there will be a 
noted reduction in weeds the sec­ 
ond year and more grass will take 
their place. 
If a blue grass pas­ 
ture is mowed consistently for two 
years most of the weeds will be 
killed and the pastures will be rel­ 
atively free of weeds.”

since Pearl Harbor, the Sterett has 
shot down 14 enemy planes, assist­ 
ed in the destruction of a 
dozen 
others, sunk a Jap destroyer, num­ 
erous barges and 
sampans, 
and 
helped to sink a battleship, cruis­ 
er and two destroyers. In addition, 
she has rescued 30 American fliers, 
forced down at sea and has taken 
several Jap prisoners. 
When war started, the Sterett 
was on Atlantic convoy duty. 
In 
June, 1942, she shifted to the Pa­ 
cific and began convoy duty in the 
Guadalcanal 
area. 
Here, 
she 
“splashed” her first enemy plane. 
From Guadalcanal, the Sterett be­ 
gan operations which put her in 
almost every major operation to 
date. 
She was at Vella Gulf, Roi, 
Eniwetok and Emirau, in the Bon­ 
um strike, the Battle of the Phil­ 
ippine Sea and her most recent ac­ 
tions have been at Leyte and Min­ 
doro where she shot 
down 
one 
plane and assisted 
with 
three 
others. She was on escort duty at 
i Luzon. 
Except for a brief period when 
she was overhauled, the 
Sterett 
has been on the move, steaming 
over 300,000 miles.

hi.s bu ddies were ready to qu it. Ffe 
fired and hit a cou ple of u s, bu t 
hif isn’t arou nd to tell abou t it. 
Nor are his ,‘l bu ddies, none of 
whom fired a shot. 
“Ou r vehicle was the first to 
crpss a river in the above named 
town when this SS man, a Hitler 
favorite, started firing. 
I don’t 
believe ou r entire 26th division of 
Patton’s army had been the ta r­ 
get of Nazi gu ns for several days. 
F^'ery German arou nd, in town af­ 
ter town, wanted to su rrender. 
"Bu t when one gu y did get ou t 
of line I had to be in line. 
I was 
hit in the left hip fractu ring the 
pelvis, cu tting a nerve and d» )ing 
other damage. At present I walk 
with a cane or cru tch, bu t have 
hope.s of everything healing. 
Bu t 
it gripi*d me to get hit when ev­ 
erything 
else 
was 
ru nning 
.so 
smoot hly.”

The 
latter bu nch are all Hitler-train- 
eiJ and are withou t mercy. 
The 
Volkstrom is composed of persons 
who have common sense and re- 
spe<‘t for the ru les of war. They 
know when they’re licked 
and 
many of them wished to give u p, 
bu t had an SS troo|» er at their back 
to prevent their su rrender. 
“ Proof of this was fou nd many 
times when we A'ou ld captu re in­ 
active pill Ixixes with men inside 


who were locked in. The SS men 
had bolted them in, bu t cou ldn’t 
make the men fire. We cou ld tell 
when they were inside becau se of 
the smoke from 
the 
chimneys. 
They were always glad to give u p. 
Maiiy of them were holding par­ 
ties inside, playing their mu sical 
instru ments, etc. 
Short of gas 
‘ It’s a wonder to me how the 
Gfrmans lasted as long as 
they 
did. 
As we cau ght u p with the 
enemy u nits we fou nd loads of ve­ 
hicles stranded becau se of lack of 
gas. 
Horse drawn gu ns were not 
u ncommon, and in one 
ca.se 
W'e 
came across a horse and cow hitch­ 
ed to an .88 gu n. Another time we 
fou mi a small bu s towing 3 .88 
gu ns. 
“One reminder of home fou nd 
among the stalled vehicles wa.s the 
nu mber of Ford V-8s ever present. 
They looked like ou r own ’41 or 
’42 models, and inclu ded both cars 
and tru cks. 
“We came across many atrocity 
cases and have ou r ow'ii opinion.s 
abou t them. 
One thing we don’t 
believe is that there was a food 
shortage in Germany, su pposedly 
accou nting for lack of food in pri­ 
son camps. 
Everj’ home we ever 
inve.stigated was stacked with food, 
and plenty of it. 
Knowledge of German 
come.s in handy 
“The little (ierman that I did 
speak came in handy over there. 
Way back in London I 
attended 
German docu ment schools and u s­ 
ed my knowledge many times when 
at the front. 
Whenever ou r ou t­ 
fit was looking for bivou ac I wou ld 
be u sed as an interpreter. 
“Interrogating 
Nazi 
prisoners 
was another of my ^obs. 
You ’d 
be su rpri.sed at the amou nt of in­ 
formation vou can 
get 
throu gh 
qu estioning. 
We never tried any 
rou gh stu ff, thou gh w'e did threat­ 
en them now and them. Bu t most 
Germans seemed glad to get it over 
with and felt the more information 
they gave the 
sooner 
the 
war 
wou ld be over. Flven their effects 
wou ld tell what kind of 
medical 
treatment they were getting, wne- 
ther they w ere ru nning low on su p­ 
plies, what type of ou tfits 
they 
weie in, etc.” 
Pfc. Ku ester was sent to an Eng­ 
lish hospital after being wou nded, 
staying there from April 23 to May 
•3. 
After arriving 
back 
in 
the 
States he was shipped to O’Reilly, 
from where he was granted his 
fu rlou gh. 
He reports back there. 
Pfc. Ku ester holds the Combat In­ 
fantryman’s Badge m ac|dition to a 
u nit citation. tlie Pu rple Heart, ET 
O ribbon and campaign stars.

- There is one town in Germany 
that I ’ll always remember— Huette 
Rasswieder—for it was 
in

town that I became a casualty, a 
victim of an SS man who insisted 
shooting at our vehicle though 
on 
his buddies were ready to quit. He 
fired and hit a couple of us, but 
he isn’t around to tell about it. 
Nor are his 3 buddies, none of 
whom fired a shot. 
“ Our vehicle was the first to 
crpss a river in the above named 
town when this SS man, a Hitler 
favorite, started firing. 
I don’t 
believe our entire 26th division of 
Patton's arm y had been the ta r ­ 
get of Nazi guns for several days. 
Every German around, in town a f­ 
ter town, wanted to surrender. 
“ But when one guy did get out 
of line I had to be in line.

hit in the left hip fracturing the 
pelvis, cutting a nerve and doing 
other damage.

“ While advancing into Germany 
we found most soldiers and civil­ 
ians eager to give up. 
Most of 
the men were members 
of 
the 
Volkstrom arm y, a group 
vastly 
different from the SS troops. The 
latter bunch are all Hitler-train- 
and are without mercy. 
The 
et 
Volkstrom is composed of persons 
who have common sense and re­ 
spect for the rules of war. 
They 
know when they’re licked 
and 
many of them wished to give 
up, 
but had an SS trooper at their back 
to prevent their surrender. 
“ Proof of this was found many 
times when we would capture in ­ 
active pill boxes with men inside 


a wonder to me how the 
Germans lasted as long 
as 
they 
did. 
As we caught up with the 
enemy units we found loads of ve­ 
hicles stranded because of lack of 
gas. 
Horse drawn guns were not 
uncommon, and in one 
case 
we 
came across a horse and cow hitch­ 
ed to an .88 gun. Another time we 
found a small bus towing 3 .88 
guns. 
“One rem inder of home found 
among the stalled vehicles was the 
number of Ford V-8s ever present. 
They looked like our own ’41 or 
'42 models, and included both cars 
and trucks. 
“ We came across many atrocity 
cases and have our own opinions 
about them. 
One thing we don’t 
believe is that there was a food 
shortage in Germany, supposedly 
accounting for lack of food in pri­ 
son camps. 
Every home we ever 
investigated was stacked with food, 
and plenty of it. 


Knowledge of German 
comes in handy 


“The little German that I did 
speak came in handy over there. 
\\ ay back in London I 
attendee! 
Gorman document schools and us­ 
ed my knowledge m any times when 
at the front. 
W henever our out­ 
fit was looking for bivouac I would 
be used as an interpreter. 
“ Interrogating 
Nazi 
prisoners 
was another of my jobs. 
You’d 
be surprised at the amount of in­ 
formation von can 
get 
through 
questioning. 
We never tried any 
rough stuff, though we did th reat­ 
en them now and them. 
But most 
Germans seemed glad to get it over 
with and felt the more information 
they gave the 
sooner 
the 
war 
would be over. 
Even their effects 
would tell what kind of 
medical 
treatm ent they were getting, whe­ 
ther they were running low on sup­ 
plies, what type of outfits 
they 
were in, etc.”
